Group I, claim(s) 1-3 and 16, drawn to an ADP-glucose transporter protein. 

Group II, claim(s) 4-15, drawn to a nucleic acid encoding an ADP-glucose transporter 

protein. 

The inventions listed as Groups I- II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: They do not share a special technical feature. 

The technical feature shared by the groups is an ADP-glucose transporter. However, 
such a protein is taught by Sullivan et al (1991, Plant Cell 3:1337-1348, cited in the PCT search 
report). Furthermore, the protein taught by Sullivan et al would be a modification of an ADP- 
glucose transporter protein comprising at least one of SEQ ID N0s:l-3. Thus, claim 1, among 
others is not novel, and the technical feature shared by the groups is not special. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
